They maintain that the duty 
the educator refrain from interfer- 
must only order protect the child 
the evolving man from those external 
influences which hinder the free play his 
faculties arrest the spontaneous develop- 
ment his nature. Authority, according 
these educators, essentially form 
tyranny which can have other result 
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than repress and cripple the child’s 
mind. 


Authority Based Reason 


All modern educators are not sym- 
pathy with the above opinions. large 
number conservatives are strongly op- 
posed this unlimited freedom. The 
doctrine has met with the greatest oppo- 
sition, however, the part the Catholic 
Church, one whose basic tenets the 
necessity authority education. 
laying down this principle, however, the 
Church does not reject the principle 
freedom. her boast that “She alone 
has succeeded rejecting evil without 
sacrificing the good, and holding to- 
gether one things which all other 
schools are Hence, Catholic 
educators, unlike many others who have 
felt that the acceptance the doctrine 
freedom education entails complete 
surrender authority the part the 
teacher and the society represents, 
find serious difficulty reconciling the 
conflicting claims these two principles. 

What and whence authority? Bishop 
Dupanloup defines authority the right 
command and obeyed; the right 
Bishop Haas says that authority 
the moral power direct others, more 
simply, tell them what what 
not do. Those under authority are bound 
obey, and obey God Himself.

Authority From God

tinually teaching his rational creatures,

The teacher must not expect get free 
obedience from his pupils. his duty 
engender it. Unlike the adherents the 
older pedagogy, who insisted upon obe- 
dience the expense freedom, will 
harmonize the two elevating both 
higher plane, ever remembering that real 
authority requires real freedom the only 
environment which can live. 

From what has been said regarding 
authority and freedom logical con- 
clude that these principles are not antago- 
nistic any level the educational lad- 
der, nor their reconciliation unsolved 
problem.

Distorted Idea

out asking what authority they rest, 
acting against the idea authority.

more often than not, upon the teacher. But 
the school staffed entirely religious 
intimate example spirituality 
must necessarily lacking and the result 
often that largely unconscious false iden- 
tification piety spirituality with reli- 
gious exclusively. How much real harm 
this confusion does more profound than 
may just apparent. The student who 
has thus come, matter how uncon- 
sciously, identify the Christian life 
heroic level solely with the professed 
religious has already fallen victim that 
modern heresy which confines God 
given area life.

But they are lacking the convic- 
tion that proper themselves. This 
just the crux the problem. And any lay 
teacher who has laid her finger this 
nerve knows what confusion 
keeping student sanctity the level 
mediocrity. 


Solution the Lay Teacher 

From this analysis secularism 
affects the Catholic school not diffi- 
cult see that what our students need, 
perhaps more than anything else, 
example the Christian life lived out 
the world where the majority the stu- 
dents will live their own lives. must 
make available them not just general 
example and not just any inspiration, but 
the particular example that will help and 
the inspiration that proper them. 

The Christian ideal lay life will not 
“caught” any amount abstract 
depiction, even ardent exhortation. For 
this there needed flesh and blood em- 
bodiment. veritable incarnation this 
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ideal, inspiration that all once 
constant, close, and tangible, and, above 
all, true the facts. The lay teacher and 
the lay teacher alone put providen- 
tial position provide both this particular 
example and inspiration. This ought 
made sufficiently clear religious and lay 
teachers alike. The respective positions 
which the lay teacher and the religious 
occupy our Catholic schools, and the 
economy grace, are not mutually ex- 
clusive, but mutually necessary. Where the 
lay teacher the Catholic school differs 
from both the public school teacher and 
the professed religious just the 
status which hers within semireligious 
community. The Catholic school stands 
between the convent and the world and 
partakes necessarily the character 
both. And the lay teacher the Catho- 
lic school the same providential capacity 
she there the capacity bridge, 
link, uniting two orders. She there 
bridge the gap between the secular com- 
munity and the semireligious community 
the school. She there the bridge 
over which her students may pass safely 
and smoothly from the Catholic atmos- 
phere the school the secular atmos- 
phere the world. 

The lay teacher does not any time 
send her students back into the world 
without accompanying them. 
ever the Spirit Christ left behind 
the classroom. The emphasis put upon the 
reincarnation this Spirit the life 
the world further assurance its being 
carried beyond the school. The 
ceases room apart and comes 
gradually into focus its relation the 
living room, the city room, and even the 
pool room. The lay teacher alone can 
the connecting link among all these because 
she alone moves easily through them all. 
Standing she does direct relationship 
parents and secular officials, she the 
link which smoothly connects all these 
the Church denominational 
institutions. 

All this means great deal the young 
people our Catholic schools who have 
been caught surely any others that 
hiatus which secularism has set between 
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religion and life our own times. Their 
most pressing need resolve the con- 
fusion which has resulted from this un- 
natural and unholy separation life into 
isolated parts. confusion that can 
resolved only its roots, and these 
roots are the lay person himself whom 
secularism has split into two men, the reli- 
gious and the secular. Until the student 
has tangible proof the reunion these 
two the person, his own faith will not 
integrated with his life. Until in- 
spired the example the integrated lay 
Christian will not begin even under- 
stand what the ideal Christian life the 
world is. Like most us, until has seen 
will not believe. Until sees what 
must be, will not it. Until 
must do, will not it. 
More than anything else our students need 
this leadership life. Assurance life 
comes this age mainly and most imme- 
diately through the reassuring example 
the teacher who the Christian represent- 
ative the student’s own world, who 
the one who brings this world Christ, 
and the one whom can follow because 
their paths converge.

Word tests, always brief, the begin- 
ning the recitation, build attention and 
keep pupils awake, not only during the 
recitation but also during the study period.

Present Status the High School Annual 


THE early part the twentieth century, 

there existed many schools throughout 
the country what might called “the little 
sister” the college yearbook. its early 
stages was little more than photographic 
album faculty members and seniors. The 
design was stiff pedantic display which 
precedence was the rule photographic ar- 
rangement. Since all the pictures were formal 
poses and many those the faculty ante- 
dated the yearbook from ten twenty years, 
had only slight worth memory book. 
Authorities education saw little value 
such publication the school and began 
exert pressure against it. result 
hundreds schools abandoned yearbook 
publication. 

Its popularity, however, was revived the 
years following the depression. Economic con- 
ditions had changed considerably the first 
three decades twentieth century and 
the wage-earning power the high school 
student effected more freedom spending 
and greater demand for the things 
wanted. One these desires was memory 
book his high school days. result 
this student pressure, the yearbook not 
only regained its former position but has 
gone far beyond it. Today, estimated, 
that one third all the high schools publish 
annual. Grasping commercial firms have 
done much publicize the idea. present 
the amount spent annually college and 
high school yearbooks about $35,000,000.

the second, yet the cost per copy was almost 
three times great. 

The number pages used the 
tion does not seem determined any 
marked degree the enrollment. Two schools 
having enrollments 1130 and 1017 had 
and 190 pages respectively, their 
nuals. two other schools, one had 
enrollment 400 and used pages while 
the second had 313 students 120 
pages.

chief benefit the school derived from this 
publication? eight replied, spirit,” ten 


publicity.” Other reasons given 


were, “students want it,” “keep with the 
Joneses.” Three gave their answer “none.” 
One considered waste time and money 
that could spent better advantage 
the school. Learning assume responsibility 
and personal development were other reasons 
given, 

interesting note that eight schools 
sending replies, having enrollments varying 
from 130 1130, who had paid from 
per copy all gave such answers “school 
spirit” “good publicity,” also teaching re- 
sponsibility and personal development. Seven 
other schools who had paid from $3.50 
did not favor the publication. 

second question asked was, you con- 
sider the financial cost and labor justified 
the benefit the school derives from the pub- 
lication? The results indicated that per 
cent were favor the annual and the 
same amount opposed it. 


Differences Opinion 


third question was, you consider 
the high school annual necessary evil 
the modern high school? Eight replied, 
Again various answers were received. The 
question may have been somewhat confusing. 
attempt clarify, some answered, 
“Evil, yes.” no.” The conditions 
existing within the school would have 
determine the answer, some replied. Others 
simply answered, “Doubtful.” From which 
difficult determine whether they meant, 
doubtful evil doubtful necessity. This con- 
fusion arose from the manner which the 
question was worded. 

summarizing statement results not 


easily compiled. However, worthy note 
that opinions were almost equally divided 
for and against the yearbook publication. This 
not surprising. But one does wonder why 
the publication continued those schools 
where not favored. Here, 
must remembered that the questionnaires 
recorded the replies only one person, usually 
the faculty advisor moderator. This. 
course, does not represent the opinion the 
faculty the school authorities responsible 
for its publication.

Objections Annuals 

The common objections advanced against 
high school annuals are cost and pressure 
time. The questionnaires indicate that student 
sales were used all schools, advertising 
per cent, and fund-raising activities 
per cent. doubtful whether the money 
derived from student sales would have been 
donated the school there had been 
annual for which could spent. 
even more doubtful whether the firms taking 
out ads could have been prevailed upon 
turn over the same amount the school 
treasury. True, the fund raised from ‘extra- 
curricular activities might have been applied 
other use. But even this was not direct 
draw the school account. 

Pressure time might produce various 
problems. all the work producing 
annual has done the annual staff 
school where there department for 
art photography, even regular journal- 
ism class which could help along their 
respective lines, then the burden for the staff 
does become weighty. Again glance the 
table shows that most the work all 
these schools was done the student staff. 
Fourteen the schools that returned question- 
naires indicated that 100 per cent the 
work was done the students. Usually they 
are the ones who want the yearbook and

These studies need not highly 
statistical but they need trained leaders. Such 
research activities vitalize the interest 
teachers and improve teaching. Now that our 
high schools are larger, these 
have greater significance. Instead one ninth 
grade, have three, six, nine, twelve sec- 
tions each grade. This makes possible valid 
surveys and controlled experimental studies. 


Diocesan Research Center 


Every diocese should become 
Research Center co-ordinate, report on, 
and publish the results surveys experi- 
mental studies being carried the in- 
dividual schools, groups, religious communi- 
ties, the diocesan level. The desired 
study experiment could selected 
faculty group organization meeting. com- 
mittee would draw the plan approach.

Then pool the 
findings. 

Make survey the varying programs 
that are now progress for superior stu- 
dents.

Since several sections each grade 
are found all our high schools, there 
should previous definite programs made 
for the superior students. 


Plan follow-up study for students en- 
rolling college. How long did they remain? 
Were they well prepared? What percentage 
your high school graduates are graduated 
from college? These facts have significant 
meanings for the evaluation your curriculum 
offerings especially your emphasis upon 
college preparatory courses. 

vocational training the answer the 
slow learner (90-100 IQ); would such 
students better prepared for life more 
attention were given them classes; 
they did not the same speed the 
better groups; they were really overtaught 
they could overlearn. There are many such 
students and they are the truck drivers and 
clerks that need know -how read, 
write, and spell. They are capable 
learning.

Teachers our Catholic schools not 
perhaps pause very often think how many 
the bright, talented boys and girls their 
classes are ever become practical writers, 
men and women who can help others and 
influence public opinion their cultivated 
gift self-expression. is, course, very 
difficult foresee what student will become 
after years. The ones who seem show 
great talent for writing often fail develop 
into successful authors, whereas backward 
boy girl who not very much interested 
studies but reads prodigiously and makes 
secret efforts writing outside class, may 
the one who will develop into popular 
and effective writer. But whether this one 
that one the class the destined author, 
this much sure, that our educational system 
ought produce number effective writers. 
Among the millions Catholic boys and girls 
there are individuals who can become success- 
ful writers fiction, history, poetry, 
drama. Others, and perhaps many more, 
have all the needed qualifications become 
journalists and, with the right training and 
encouragement, they may climb high edi- 
torial positions. 


They Need Encouragement 
Someone may ask this point whether 
possible encourage and develop writers. 
man woman has the inward urge, 
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the desire for self-expression, she will 
write. not, matter how much talent 
may have, that individual will never rush 
into print.”

him ambition and interest which will 


him through the disappointments, 


delays, and toilings which are necessary 
become successful writer.

The first thing surely 
form ideal that high enough satisfy 
their ambitions, and yet attainable not 
discourage their efforts; and the second 
thing devise ways and means keep- 
ing this ideal before them and enabling 
them make real progress toward it. They 
are eager become efficiency experts, but 
the true American quickly and 
painlessly. seems that the very 
first day class plan and promise should 
made; and the promise should assure them 
(that is, all who co-operate) that once all 
the rules are mostered (and their number 
not infinite) they will absolutely able 
write French suit the eye any native 
Frenchman (even though would improve 
their style) and positively 
able speak French understood any 
native Frenchman (even though would 
recognize the foreign accent).

always try look upon the class pro- 
cedure upon good meal with appetizer, 
entrée, piéce résistance, and dessert.

this merely the lasts only 
about five ten minutes. And now are 
ready for the piéce résistance. Everyone 
seems toned for the heavy work that has 
been prepared beforehand. grammar day 
this usually consists some thirty sentences 
from English into French; reading day, 
short story one-act play. save 
time, ten pupils are sent the board 
write the sentences, and while they are writ-

find mistakes. When the writing finished 
few more minutes are allowed for this 
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encouraged the giving extra points 
the correct form the first place. But 
this correcting done very quietly and with- 
speaking. Anyone who sees mistake 
goes the board, checks the word, 
and writes her version above it. Then all 
through the sentences together and when 
all the corrections are made, the class reads 
thm unison with special attention 
intonation; and lastly, individuals are called 
repeat various sentences. fact, one 
ever gets the chance give merely 
ding assent. 

This part the period takes good thirty 
minutes concentrated energy, and then 
the dessert brought in. once told 
class that considered the assignment the 
dessert and one them said, Sister, 
are dieting and don’t take dessert. But 
the assignment can served just 
attractively any other part the class 
and, indeed, should satisfactory ending 
substantial lesson. should make them 
see how much ground has been covered and 
how worth while continue the journey.

After the initial plans had been made, the 
children set about collecting the necessary 
materials. For the boxes they used medium- 
book cartons which they covered with 
The inside each box was lined 
construction paper form background 
for the scene. The trees and ships were also 
made construction paper. For the figures, 
the children decided use pipe cleaners which 
they padded with cotton and then covered 
with strips white crepe paper. The fea- 
tures were drawn with crayons. Then came 
the problem dressing the figures. first, 
the children wanted use cloth, but they 
soon decided that crepe paper would more 
suitable. Queen Isabella looked quite regal 
long gown white crepe paper. Her 
royal throne was made small matchboxes, 
together and then covered with con- 
struction paper. 

the work progressed, the children 
realized more and more the importance 
teamwork and co-operation. Since the third 
grade the same room, the fourth graders 
had learn work independently. the 
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members one group ran into difficulties 
which they could not solve, they went 
another group for help. There was only one 
child who was not doing her share. For 
short time the others tolerated her attitude 
indifference. Finally, the captain went over 
the child’s desk and said, “Will you please 
come over and help us?” From then she 
worked quite diligently. 

When the project was completed and put 
display the children felt that was well 
worth the time and effort which had been 
put into it. Besides having great deal 
fun, the children had learned very many 
interesting details which were not 
found their own history books. When they 
were tested the unit, all received excel- 
lent marks. 

might expected that their enthusiasm 
would wane when the unit was finished, but 
didn’t. long the dioramas were 
display, they were the favorite attraction 
before school and during recess. The third 
graders, who had watched the project with 
rather envious eyes, examined every figure 
very carefully. Finally, one them asked, 
“Sister, when are going make dioramas?”

Let take typical classroom situation 
that arises every year when “October’s bright 
blue weather” ushers Columbus tide. For 
least two weeks there flurry nautical 
activity approximately eight classrooms out 
ten, and the result that October 
the walls four fifths the classrooms 
the nation are awash with ships, all three 
them, the Santa Maria, the Pinta, and the 
Nina. sobering thought reflect how 
many times the average child will draw these 
ships, but with slight variations the theme, 
his own journey through school from the 
first the eighth grade. 


Material and Inspiration 
Such monotonous repetition could 
avoided the teacher correctly interpreted 
her role the presentation the art lesson. 
She must supply the inspiration, the en- 
couragement, and the enthusiasm for depict- 
ing whatever there the life Columbus 
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that can appeal the child. She must draw 
upon her own knowledge his life, and any 
encyclopedia will furnish the bare bones 
the skeleton which interested teacher can 
clothe with living flesh. After all, the three 
ships were but one incident long and 
colorful life, and the art lesson never 
required documentary one. Why not 
dwell upon Christoforo’s boyhood? With 
few facts hand and fertile imagination 
busied with these facts, the teacher can evoke 
sympathetic understanding what Christo- 
foro’s boyhood must have been like. Let the 
children draw him school, his father’s 
shop, play, the wharf talking the 
sailors newly come back from distant Cathay 
and other exotic places. What colorful pic- 
tures they could make with the proper 
stimulation! 

What about Columbus’ own early naviga- 
tions? Use the legendary material that 
made trip Iceland— Columbus 
Viking ship off the shores bleak Iceland 
would stimulate the imagination many 
child the teacher made the scene come 
alive for him. And Columbus was married, 
you know, and did have home and 
child. Why not picture him home with 
his wife and child Lisbon? What about 
the years when was traveling back and 
forth fruitlessly trying interest the great 
and the near-great his plan sail. west? 
there has been enough sympathetic presen- 
tation the weary and discouraged man, 
trudging the roads Europe from one court 


another, accompanied bewildered and. 


tired little boy, most children will respond 
that can release their own 
emotional understanding Columbus, the 
tired man with dream. Such lesson will 
bring the historical figure closer them, 
too, since discouragement emotion that 
even children have experienced. 


Colorful Pictures 

Other scenes that offer dramatic possibilities 
might that the kindly monks 
Rabida that Queen Isabella’s magnifi- 
cent gesture help Columbus. Even 
she did not actually risk much personally, the 
children can make colorful picture the 
incident. There are pictorial possibilities 
the last Mass the Cathedral Palos 
which the barefooted sailors attended just 
before embarking upon their momentous 
voyage. Why not picture the mutinous sailors 
instead the three ships? Why not 
panorama the islands the Caribbean 
which Columbus thought were the islands 
the Indies? Why not picture the lush 
jungle that hemmed the Orinoco upon 
which Columbus sailed? What the dis- 
graced and repudiated leader returning 
Spain chains and confined his cabin? 
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With adequate and enthusiastic presentation, 
teacher can arouse the interest the 
children who will eagerly respond with their 
own colorful interpretations the subject 
instead with the traditional and stereo- 
typed representations the Santa Maria, the 
Pinta, and the Nina. 

What shall the teacher expect find 
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the drawings when they have been finished? 
She should, first all, study each picture 
the work individual child with his 
own personality and his own method ex- 
pressing it. Then she might consider whether 
the child has told his story 
Has used color richly? 
there center interest the picture? 
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there satisfying feeling balance 
proportion the use color, the dis. 
tribution space, and the use line? 
there varied repetition shapes, colors, 
and lines? Most important all— did the 
child have fun? All the other questions 
omitted necessary, but not 
And did you have fun, too?
